drawn. 
Already 
It is known to

The proposal grew out of broad

Roosevelt in his NRA message. As 
yet, hoM^ever, the program has no 
formal administration status but 
officials who have shaped it 
as- 
‘^orted that Mr. Roosevelt was at 
least sympathetic with the end in 
view.

DEADUNE NEAR

New 1935 Licenses Must 
Be 
Attached By 
March 1 


Motorists who operate, their auto­ 
mobiles after midnight next Thur.s- 
day, February 28, without 1935 li­ 
cense plates or 1935 half-year regis­ 
tration stickers will be liable to 
arrest. As the deadline approaches, 
business is increasing steadily at 
the department of 
state 
branch 
agency in Escanaba, and a rush is 
anticipated for the remaining four 
days. 


So far. only about 2,500 sets of 
1935 license plates and 150 half- 
price stickers have been issued at 
the Escanaba license bureau in the 
Escanaba Motor company building.

Chauffeurs m ust also have their

Motorists who operate their auto­ 
mobiles after midnight next Thurs­ 
day, February 2s. without 1935 li- 
eenso plates or 1935 half-year regis­ 
tration stickers will bo liable to 
arrest.

What can be learned by Michi­ 
gan folks who contact the sum­ 
mer tourist and visitor, from the 
brand 
of 
southern 
hospitality 
Avhich they meet while 
visiting 
the south in w'iuter? 


A good deal, says a Michigan 
correspondent of The Press now 
in Florida. 
Southern courtesy is 
110 mere fi.çure of speech. It seems 
to be ingrained in the people,— a 
natural expression of good 
w-ill 
iuul the desire to bo of service. 
Perha])« the w^arm and friendly 
<*liniate has something to do w’ith 
the 
outcome. 
No 
one 
hurries 
here except the fool northern mo­ 
torist on the highway. 
Everyone 
has a little time to say howdy and 
ask how things are going. 


For example, the traveler getr 
off a train in the early morning, 
mile from downtown. The train 
lato and the taxies have failed 
to connect. 
The visitor is won­ 
dering Avhether he will have to 
tote his grip.s into town, where a 
country-bound car conies 
along. 
Tlio 
driver 
stops, turns the cai 
around and insist.s on driving the 
Ktranger in. 
When asked to ac- 
t-ept something for the favor he 
replies, “now, pleast^ don't insult 
ni<\ friend. 
I'm glad to do you r 
good turn.”

This is typical of the treatment 
accorded the gucst.s of the suuth. 
It is an innat(‘ ajul perfectly nat­ 
ural thing. 
After one has been in 
a community for a day or two. for 
instance, 
lu^ 
.step.s into a local 
bank to leave a check for collec­ 
tion. 
“So 
you’re Mr. Jones of 
Jont>svjlU>,’’ the teller say.s pleas­ 
antly, “ lOiKhirse the 
check 
and 
here’s yi)ur money. 
We already 
know about you, because it’s our 
bu.siness to keep ourselves inform« 
cd about our visitors.” 


This way of doing 
things if 
bound to make 
an 
impression 
Where did the banker 
get

new.s of your coming? 
From the 
hotel or apartment manager, 
of 
course. 
The latter works with the 
banker throughout 
the 
season 
^ n n d with the newspaper folks, th t 
loi-aj ch'hmber of cimimerce, the 
m anager of the recreation club 
and even the clergymen. 


What, you say, the clergyman? 
To be sure. 
Long before Sunday 
roils around, you have an invita­ 
tion to visit the church of youi 
choice, and that choice ha« been 
discreetly wormed out of you Ir 
advance. 
Invitations come spon- 
taneou.sly to spend an evening or 
two at the club 
quarters. 
You 
meet a dozen or two people, and 
are sutldenly inspired to venture 
a game of tennis, or quoits, or a 
round on the well-lighted shuffle- 
boards,- something 
you 
hadn’t 
essayed in a d<^cade or more. You 
find that yf)ur ancient skill is still 
wi‘h you. and that you are playing 
wiih congenial people. 


Drop into the card rooms and 
the same fiiendly feeling is in evi- 
den<*e. 
Members of the local club 
«•ommittee 
soon 
make 
you at 
ht)me. and some of the members 
are home folk.s. 
You can’t just 
hate 4 town like that. 
It’s like 
going to the Klks, where every­ 
body you meet is your dear broth­ 
er Bill. 


They’w* All The S^inie 
Turn into a store for a bit oi 
^M»iJt)formation, and the 
proprietor 
jlP' i»n’t satisfied with just giving it 
to you. 
He leaves the business in 
the hands of n clerk and 
goe.s 
right along \vith you down 
the 
iitreet. 
He's as happy in putting 
you right as if you paid him ten 
dollars. 
His hospitality, like that 
of the others, is spontaneous. 


It is the same 
with 
fishing, 
boating, swimming and 
picnick­ 
ing. 
Practically every coast com­ 
munity has its shore casino and 
picnic shelter. 
They 
are main­ 
tained free of all charges to the 
visitor. 
The buildings are nevei 
iar from the community club cen­ 
ter. 
One can make the roundt 
without effort and at minimum 
cost. 


In many towns the chamber oi 
commerce— and there is such an 
organization In practically every 
iommunity 
of 
2,500 or over • 
lakes an active Interest 
in 
the 
m atter of prices to visitors. 
The 
fsecretary or one of the clerks Ir 
the trouble-shooter, and it is a 
part of this business to thorough­ 
ly Investigate every complaint of 
«»vercharge or faulty service. From 
fwo of the larger cities on the 
east coaBt over 1,000 newspaperf 
within 
a radius of 1,500 mileï: 
were recently officially 
advised 
. 
4 that these cities were not over- 
crowded and that prices were be- 
^ iug maintained on a fair basi.^. 
One chamber of commerce w'ent to 
the length of placing banners over 
every highway approaching 
ihf 
city, advising incomers that prices 
for hotel and other accommoda­ 
tions have not be«n raised, and 
that one can make a short or a 
Jong «tay and be fairly treated. 


Hotel and restaurant prices are 
on 
about 
the same level as in 
Michigan, and they are kept there 
by united effort. 
Kvery possible 
type of t^n*viee is available, from 
modest single rooms ,at a few dol- 
larn a week to 
elaborate 
hotel 
guites at $35 per d»y and upward 
t.’amping grounds are numerouf 
and are often privately owned.

movement is under way to estab- 
Ush tourist courts »t intervals on

try and community have reviewed 
with intelligent vision and keen 
understanding the 
establishment

igan. The active intores^t shown by 
the citizenry and bu.siness men in 
the agency of conservation

Early 
.American settlers were 
blessed with an abundance of tim­ 
ber products. A virtual sea of for­ 
ests greeted these early arrivals, 
making it necessary for them to 
cut the trees before they could eii- 
tablish settlements. This practice 
became widespread «nd w'ith 
al­ 
ways more and larger stands 
of 
timber 
to 
the 
we.stward 
little 
thought was given that some day 
the end of free timber would be in 
sight. 


Over 
two 
hundred and fifty 
years of American 
history 
had 
been 
made before 
any 
agency 
could make itself heard in the con­ 
gress of tho United States. During 
that time, the eastern states had 
developed, the 
lumber 
industry 
liad shifted from New England to 
New York an<l Pennsylvania, to 
the Lake states and to tho south. 
A great rush was made for the re­ 
maining timber in the west. Those 
who 
had witnesseil the devasta­ 
tion in the east realized that the 
time was ripe to save at 
least 
a 
portion of our remaining timbered 
areas. 


Focleral l<^orciStr>- llo^iihs 


After 
much 
agitation in con­ 
gress that body, in lS7(j. appropri­ 
ated the sum of $2.500 for 
the 
study of forest 
conditions. 
Dr. 
Franklin Hough of Low-ville, New 
York, an ardent conservationist, 
was appointed agent in the depart­ 
ment of agriculture to study forest 
conditions. 
After 
organizing hi.s 
work he spent several years in the 
study of existing conditiong and 
was able to secure small addition­ 
al help. 
It is interesting to note 
that there did not exist in the Un­ 
ited States at that time a trained 
forester. The first course in for­ 
estry was yet to 
be 
organized. 
Some years later a German forest­ 
er came to this country and help­ 
ed organize one of the first forest 
schools. 


In 18S1 a division of forestry 
was created but this served only 
as a source of information and ad­ 
vice. There was no field organiza­ 
tion. 
Forests 
suffered 
heavily 
through lo.sses from fire and reck­ 
less exploitation. In 1891, congress 
conferred upon the president the 
right to establish forest 
reserva- 
tiotis, or Forest Reserves, as they 
became to be known. At this time, 
and during the period immediate­ 
ly following. Presidents Cleveland 
and Theodore Hoo.sevelt withdrew 
from the public domain 
millions 
of acres of forest lands, almost the 
entire present 
National 
Forest 
area, and set them a.side as Forest 
ileserves. 


IMarwl I'lMler .ldiiUiii»tratioii 
Congress, 
however, 
made 
no 
provision at this time for the pro­ 
tection 
and 
administration 
of 
these large reserves which were 
lying unprotected. In 1897, how­ 
ever, another act w’as passed pro­ 
viding for the 
management 
of

years later the Interior Depart­ 
ment recommended the transfer 
of the administration of the For­ 
est Reserves to the Department 
of Agriculture. 
In 1!)05, the Bu- 
reati of Forestry took over the 
active management of 
tho 
Re­ 
serves and at that time became 
known as the 
Forest 
Service. 
Thus, nearly thirty years 
after 
the introduction of the first bill 
into Congress was actual 
field 
management 
inaugurated. 
At 
haoiit this time also 
the 
first 
trickh« of graduates from forest 
about this time also

later, began to come into the Ser­ 
vice and aid in building up tho or­ 
ganization. 


l*erlod of Steady Cïrowtli 


The enormous task of placing 
lt!0.000,000 acres 
of 
National 
Forests, lying almost wholly 
in 
the western United States, began 
in 1905. 
The first Hangers, often 
with little more than a house, an 
axe, and a brass badge, fought ad­ 
versities of large combined inter­ 
ests, 
unsympathizing 
stockmen, 
free lancers, and fire. 
The great 
firps of 1910 darkened the skies 
for days and beat heavily against 
the field organization, struggling 
to ostablish a foothold on its vast 
domain. 


A »gradual increase in tho year­ 
ly appropriations has made pos­ 
sible the building of roads 
and 
trails in the forest.-^, tho establish­ 
ment of headquarters, cabins, firo 
towers, and telephone lines. 
The 
spirit of antagonism 
in 
those 
early days has changed for one 
of high respect. 
Settlers point 
with pride to their National For­ 
ests and bitterly contest any move 
which would jeopardize their ad­ 
ministration. 


From a humble beginning In 
1870 the Forest Service had risen 
to an organization receiving an 
organization receiving an annual 
appropriation 
of 
approximately

BEAVER WILL 
BE CONTROLLED 


Measures Will Be Taken 
to Improve Trout 
Fishing

— Beaver in Michigan, more plen­ 
tiful 
now 
than 
anytime since 
1900, are slated to come under 
the control of Conservationists as 
a move to Improve trout fishing 
in the state. 


A 
preliminary 
report 
by ,1. 
('lark Salyer, University of Michi­ 
gan naturalist who 
investigated 
the efforts of beaver on trout, has 
been submitted and his complete 
report probably will be available 
to the State Conservation Depart­ 
ment shortly. 
It will give detail­ 
ed information on how the spread 
of beaver, which ha.'? become a 
menace to trout in many streams, 
can be controlled. 


(Jan Help Somewheres 
Salyer states that the present 
number of beaver in the state can 
be maintained and that under pro­ 
per management the busy rodonte 
can be made to aid in maintaining 
got)d trout fishing instead of de. 
stroying it, 
()n a naturally swlt't 
stream, with a t|uick runoff of 
flood W'aters, the beaver 
dams 
help trout fishing by keeping the 
water deep ovin* a long(*r perloii 
On a slow stream, however, iheir 
dams cause tho formation of stag­ 
nant pools and the practical ex­ 
tinction of trout. 


Beaver not only may cause the 
idimination of the stock, of fish 
hut even do aw-ay with the stream 
itself. 
Over the period of a few 
years a series of dam.^ will make 
stagnant pools which fill up to be­ 
come mar.shes or peat bogs. 


JKn Ohl (N»ntrov<n'sy 
The dispute among fishermen 
concerning tho effei^t.s of beaver 
upon trout fishing Is an an<*ient 
controversy in Michigan. The rea- 
.son for tho di.sagreement, Salyer 
says, 1h that tho construction of a 
beaver dam at first improves but 
later rtiins tho angling in the or 
dinary stream. 


ranisito^i IncüHViwe 
While tho dam Is new, food is 
plentiful above it, and trout drift 
downstream into tho pool in lar­ 
ger numbers. 
Anglers who visit 
tho beaver pond then catch their 
limit in a »hört tima and later 
contend beavers aid fishing. 
But 
in two or three years, rotting vo> 
getation removes |Jie oxygen from 
the water above 
the 
tlam 
and 
makes life impossible -except for 
turtles and w'uter wnakes. 


Salyer found that parasites in­ 
crease as beaver become prevalent 
in trout streams. 
Michigan trout 
in waters which have b«en occu- 
.pled by the rodents are more Hub- 
t ject to black spot disease, gill lice 
and round stomach w'orm.'i. 


(3n the favorable side, he states 
that in sandy streams tho dams 
increase food production 
down­ 
stream. 
On 
tho 
short 
creeks 
which flows into lake Superior, 
tho dams counteract effects of lo­ 
cal droughts and furnish winter- 
ing pools. 
Beaver somotlmes cre­ 
ate fishing w'here tboro was none 
before by damming small streams 
to form trout ponds.

The deer aro als^o weak owing 
to the lack of food and that is an­ 
other factor why it 1» so easy for 
tho predators to catch 
and

them. 


“Nothing has been done for the 
deor," Mr. Marsh stated, "and H 
is a shame that this situation \v 
not being lookoil Into be<‘ause tht 
deer are becoming extinct. 
It is a 
wfuuler we have the iieej' that are 
in the woods today. 
I'eople do 
not realizt* tho condition of the 
deer until they go into tho wood» 
and see for theniselves." 


Mr. Marsh finds it difficult to 
trap the wolve.s and wildcats be» 
cause in the day timo the snow 
tbiiws niuier the traps and they 
sink down. In the night when it 
becomes colder they freeze and 
the traps aro unable to spring 
when an animal walks over them. 


“Jt would be a fine thing if the 
Civilian (’onservation Corp could 
gi) down iii the Miner River dis­ 
trict and cut old tree.s and shrub' 
bery so it will be possible for the 
deer to get food. 
The deer have 
thinned out tht*» cedar swamps di* 
rectly east of Miners F'all.s so that 
a jjerson can .seo through a.s if it 
wore a park," Mr. Marsh said. 


\ o Footl in Vuitls 


.Mr, Marsh finds that there is 
no food loft in the swamps and 
yards and tluj deer aro now mak» 
ing runways into tiie 
hardwood 
slashings. 
He said the deer are 
too weak to travel off of the run­ 
ways and to go long distancon for 
food. 
Mr. Marsh states that he 
watches the deer every 
day 
a« 
ihey leave the yards about 2 or 3 
o ’i'lock and go into the hardwoods 
where they find what little food 
there is. 


"This is the first year that 1 
have over seen the deor go intf 
the hardwood slashings for toO( 
and i have been hunting and trap 
i'iing for the last 45 years," Mr 
Marsh stated. 


Mr. Marsh said that he would 
have to wait for warmer weather 
before he ('ould trap w'olves, coy­ 
otes and wildcats h o h i s traps will 
not freeze over. 


Mr. Marsh will be In the woods 
until .spring of tho year and he 
state:i that he will be 
glad 
to 
show' 
anyone who comes to his 
camp the condition 
among 
the 
deer. 


In order to obtain a record of 
snow depths each year to supple­ 
ment other studies of deer, 
th© 
Game Division, 
Department 
of 
Conservation, has established 40 
snow guages In or near the prin­ 
cipal deer areas of the northern 
part of the state. 


Twenty-four guages have been 
placed in the upper peninsula and 
10 in the lower peninsula, two as 
a rule to each county. 
Weekly 
readings are now 
being 
taken 
from these gauges by Conserva­ 
tion officers and sent to liansing 
in additio nto the daily tempera­ 
ture readings made at the respec­ 
tive conservation headquarters of­ 
fices. 


The Game Division will make 
an attempt to correlate the snow 
depth and temperature readings 
W'ith otlier records of the 
deer 
herd, a.s for in.stance W’hat condi­ 
tions of snow and 
temperature 
influence the deer to yard up for 
the winter. 


To date tho 
greatest 
snow- 
dopth reading has come from On­ 
tonagon county and the 
lowest 
temperature reading 
from 
tho 
Pigeon River district, Cheboygan 
and Otsego counties. 
The snow' 
depth in Ontonagon county w^as 
given as three and a half feet and 
the lowest temperature at Pigeeon 
River district. 37 degrees below 
zero.
